The 
contracts will be terminated immediate- 
jlv. Members of the investigating com- 
mission made a-verbal report to Gov- 
jernor O'Neal Thursday, An official one 
| Will contain thirty or forty pages and 
will tell of how convicts had been beat- 
er and had been threatened with death 
if they told, and how they refused to 
talk with Len F. Greer, convict in- 
spector, last, week because they feared 
the convict lessees. 

Governor O'Neal is out of the city and 
was communicated with over the tele- 
phone. He wired Price Williams, pro- 
bate judge of Mobile county, and J. H. 
H. Smith, probate judge of Baldwin 
county, that no longer could the com- 
pany use county convicts. City convicts 
of Mobile and Brewton are not undér 
Governor O’Neal’s jurisdiction, but he 
will recommend that they be removed 
also? An official report of the inyestl- 
gation will be filed later in the week.

Evacuation of the city of Torreon by 
the federal troops was confirmed today 
by Manuel Garza Aldape, minister of the 
interior, who declared that General 
Trucy Aubert,.the federal commander, 
with Generals:Mungmia, Ignacio Bravo 
and Escudero, is now at Hipolito, near 
Saltillo. ' 

The latter three commanders, accord- 
ing to the minister of the interior, are 
to undergo court-martial for the evacu- 
ation of Torreon. 

The report that General Aubert has 
gone over to the rebels is generally dis-

The Needs and Rights 
Of the National Guard. 


Officers of the National Guard from every part of 
the Union are in convention this week at Chicago, 
taking counsel for the improvement and extension 
of the patriotic service in which they are enlisted. 
Their meeting comes most opportunely. Public in- 
terest in the problem of national defense, though 
long apathetic, is at length bestirring itself. The im- 
portance of a well-prepared army and, particularly, 
of an adequate reserve force is more and more widely 
recognized. Thoughtful Americans, while opposed to 
the maintenance of a great standing army, perceive 
the need of upbuilding the country’s military defense, 
not only as a guaruntec of safety s. ould war arise but 
also as an assurance of continued peace. 

It is commonly agreed, too, that the easiest and 
surest escape from a great standing army lies in the 
development of an efficient reserve force; and to that 
end, emphasis should be placed on the National 
Guard, How can this volunteer body of citizen sol- 
diers be so strengthened and so equipped as to stand 
prepared for full service shouie the need arise? Ob- 
viously, one means of accomplishing this is to place 
the National Guard as nearly as can be under army 
regulations, to require of its men and officers a 
\raining and a readiness that will approximate that of 
the army itself. 

If this is to be done, however, reasonable compen-* 
sation must be offered the National Guardsmen by 
the Government; they must be paid something for 
the time and energy and sacrifice demanded of them. 
Such pay as the convention now in session at 
Chicago declares would encourage more enlistments 
and more faithful drill attendance. It would enable 
competent men to enter the National Guard 
remain there. It is to be hoped that this 
meeting will have a quickening effect upon public 
thought and thence upon Congress.

and to all others concerned. Some seasons ago the 
Georgia Club, organized at the State Normal School 
at Athens, made a careful study of the comparative 
cost of table supplies in Nashville and in’ Atlanta. 
It was found that “the buyers in Nashville were pay- 
ing for the same class of articles about ten per cent 
less than the Atlanta people while the farmers around 
the former city were getting nearly thirty per cent 
more for their .ome-raised products.” 

There is no need, however, of multiplying exam- 
ples to show the value of a public market to a city’s 
households and to its general economic well-being. 
The rank and file of Atiantians know that a well- 
planned, well conducted municipal market is the one 
great institution-necessary to conserve their interests 
and to place their city abreast other progressive com- 
muhities. It only remains for them to assert and or- 
ganize their commonesense in a demand that such a 
market be established. We have been talking of this 
need for ten years or more; the time has come for 
definite action. It is to be hoped that the new move- 
ment projected by the Chamber of Commerce will pe 
shaped into a practical plan and urged speedily to 
completion.

It is the opening of the seasom at the Metropolitan 
opera house which really marks the beginning of the 
operatic year in New York. Other enterprises may be 
interesting and prosperous, but New Yorkers accept 
the famous representations, famous now over the civ- 
ilized world, which are given at their premier musical 
institution as representative of the city’s highest and 
best standards. 

The announcements for the sixth season under the 
consulship of Giulio Gatt!-Casazza show that the ar- 
tistic interests of the theater are to be as international 
and catholic as those of any institution so comprehen- 
sive in its alms Should be. One of the novelties of the 
season is to be a on®-act opera by Victor Herbert, who 
has assuredly won his right to be represented among 
the composers who send their works to the Metropoli- 
tan’s stage. His music has been heard there before, 
but it was under the aegis of one of the allied opera 
companies. Now his latest work, “Madeleine,” will 
be offered by the Metropolitan company. 

German music will be represented by the first pro- 
duction in this country of Richard Strauss’ “Der Ro- 
senkavalier.” This will restore to the repertoire a 
composer banished some years ago through the text of 
his “Salome”. Gustave Charpentier, whose “Louise” 
should, in the opinion of many, have had a place in 
the repertoire years ago, will come to this city to su- 
perintend the first representations of “Julien,” which 
Paris heard last spring. 

Ermanno Wolf-Ferrart will contribute “L’Amore 
Medico,” which has not yet been heard abroad. From 
Italy comes “L'Amore del tre Re,” which won its suc- 
cess last year at La Scala, and in which two causes 
unite to add interest. Italo Montemezzi, one of the 
rising Italian composers, has written his music to a 
text by the noted poet Sem Benelli. “This selection of 
novelties ip sufficient to #how that the search for, 
worthy works is not limited to one field. 2 

Some of the operas which for one reason or another 
have not been heard during recent seasons will again 
take their place in the list. In Geraldine Farrar, for 
instance, Mr. Gatti-Casazza thinks he has a soprano 
who may restore Bizet’s popular opera to the place in 
public favor it held’ during the days of Emma Calve. 
Bolto’s “Mefistofele,” Rossini’s “Guglielmo Tell,” long 
absent from the stage of the Metropolitan; Verdi's “Un 
Ballo in Maschera.” as a recognition of the current 
anniversary, and Saint-Saens’ “Samson et Dalila,” 
which has in recent years been sung at the Metro- 
politan only by a visiting company, will be heard again. 

Both in the works altogether new and those to be 
placed again in the active repertoire the management 
has prepared a program up to its usual high standard.

PANAMA CANAL LECTURE 
AT CABLE HALL TUESDAY 


A, W. Wyndham, Who Was on 
First Survey of Isthmus, 
Will Lecture 


A, W. Wyndham, ‘who claims the 
honor of being one of the two men who 
made the very first survey for a canal 
across the American isthmus, will lec- 
ture on the Panama canal next Tues- 
day in’ Cable concert hall, under the 
auspices of the local Red Men. He will 
lecture once in the afternoon, for the 
school children, and again in the even- 
ing for adults. 

Mr. Wyndham stopped over in Atlanta 
Wednesday on his way to Augusta, 
where he will deliver his lecture on 
the canal,- returning to Atlanta next 
Tuesday for the program here. 

He stated that with A. C. Walker, 
of Jamaica, he ran the first survey 
across the isthmus, in 1878, two years 
before the French government began 
its attempt to build the canal. He was 
Walker's assistant, he sald. A year 
later Walker sold the survey to Lieu- 
tenant Wyse, of the French navy, ac- 
cording to Wyndham, and Lieutenant 
Ww sold it with a concession from 
the Colombian government for $2,000,000 
to Ferdinand de ‘Lesseps. 

Since the first United States com- 
mission began work in 1904, says Mr. 
Wyndham, he hag been connected with 
the canal, constantly up until about a 
year ago, ani intermittently since then. 
| He has worked with the construction 
engineerig forces.

That Lost the Game 


Ty Cobb Tells Fans 


To. Mathewson Cobb Gives All Credit for the Win Though 


He Criticises Mack for Not Using Pinch Hitters in Ninth, 
Explaining the Bobble as Inexcusable — Another Play Also 
Hurt Chances of Athletics and Strunk and Davis Are Blam- 
ed—Good Hitters on Bench When Lapp, Who Was Appar- 
ently Weak Against Matty, Came to Bat

HILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 9.—The Giants crossed bats with the 
P Athletics in the second game of the 191% series, and it was a 

battle between Plank and Mathewson, those wonderful pitch- 
ers. It was one of the most sensational games ever pitched in any 
big series, and to Matty goes the honor of this remarkable game by 
absolutely showing the greatest 
nerve in the pinch that it has 
ever been my lot to witness. 

No more wonderful game has 
ever been pitched, as each of 
these grand flingers held the op- 
ponents down to no runs for nine 
innings, New York only being 
able to score after Matty had ont- 
gamed the whole Athletic team in 
the ninth after they had gotten, 
runners on third and second, 
with no one down. 

A crisis like this is something 
terrible for a pitcher with the 
stoutest heart, especially in such 
an important series as this, where 
to win or lose makes baseball 
history’ to be talked abouj for 
years. Matty weathered the 
storm, shooting over quick-break- 
ing curves, zipping up his fast 
ball and serving his terribly effec- 
tive fade-away in the eventful 
ninth, when the two eager Mack 
base runners were on the paths, the thirst of victory in them and 
each waiting for the punch necessary to give the home team the 
winning run. 

They were after Matty like something hunted, hut the old Mas- 
ter was to be reckoned with at this critical moment. He settled 
strictly down to business, with Lapp at bat. He broke a terrific 
curve over, the Mack catcher swinging viciously. Jack chopped one 
to first, and Wiltse, who had relieved Snodgrass early in the game, 
made a nice play, getting Strunk at the plate, Amos having been on 
third. McLean blocked the Athletics’ center fielder away from the 
plate, without any chance of him scoring. 

That made only one out, and still a high bounder, a long fly to 
the outfield or a safe hit would score Barry with the one run neces- 
sary to win. Mack let Plank hit, and all he could do with the re- 
markable shoots of Matty was to hit almost the same kind of a ball 
as Lapp toward first, Wiltse throwing to McLean and catching Barry, 
who was out on the’rundown between third and home. 

HAD THIRD CHANCE. 

Barry kept the New York players from tagging him out until 
Lapp reached third and Plank second, and again an error or a single 
would have given the Athletics the victory. Eddie Murphy stepped 
to the plate with determination, but Matty, the master, was out there 
in the center of the diamond with the noodle gained by many years 
of experience—thirteen years in all—and it was the master Matty 
against the youthful Murphy, with the game of a world’s series in 
the balance. 

The veteran of so many diamond battles caused Murphy to bound 
to him, and he threw out Eddie at first and snuffed the Mack hopes 
of scoring in that inning. ’ 

Matty accomplished one of the greatest feats that ever befell a 
world’s series pitcher. To Matty absolutely goes most of the credit 
for this sensational work, for he held the hard-hitting Athletics 
down to no runs in nine innings, and in the tenth inning, with a 
man on second and one down, he showed his nerve as a batter-and 
his determination to have this eventful ball game credited to the 
winning side of his pitching columns by driving one of Plank’s speedy 
shoots to deep center field for a single, scoring Grant, who had 
replaced McLean on the bases, with the first run. 

One cannot possibly explain the wonderful work that Matty 
turned loose im the game, He was absolute master at all times, 
and he certainly is a pitcher of strong heart when he can face a 
vicious hitting team like the Athletics and hold them down to no 
runs when his own team is made up partly of regulars and the re- 
mainder substitutes. . 

Just the one thing of having his regular catcher injured and 
unalfle to catch him in this game would have upset 90 per cent of 
the pitchers, but not Matty. Im addition to that, Merkle was out 
with a bad ankle, and McGraw had to send in his next best substi- 
tute, Snodgrass. The latter had to retire, and McGraw astounded 
everyone by putting in a mere pitcher to play first, and this mere 
pitcher actually played the initial bag in a world’s series with a 
finger glove—that is, a glove such as infielders use, which are not 
intended for hard throws. The moral effect this would have had on 
many pitchers would have been disastrous, but not to Matty. He 
was out there with some kind of determination which I know no 
good name to give. This brand of determination, I might say, Is the 
brand to succeed with and win ball games. 


Mathewson resorted to curves 
and “fadeaways,” frequently shoot- 
ing over a fast one, which showed

It could be nothing else when the stars of Bucknell and Gettysburg 
met, for fate had long ago foreordained that these figures should be 
as immutable as the code of the Medes and the scroll of the Persians, 
SOME PITCHING? QUITE SO, 

We have no intention here, beloved reader, of turning on the 
sob stuff for Mathewson, the veteran. For six or eight or ten years 
from now we expect to be writing again about what we are writing 
today, viz, that Matthewson looked better than ever before. For he 
is six years younger than Plank, and if Plank has gone back, then 
Colone! J. D. Rockefeller hasn’t enough kale left to purchase a short 
beer. Plank was far better yesterday than he was in 1905, and of 
all the games we have ever seen Mathewson pitch this undoubtedly 
was his greatest.

Tower never has been so per- 


fect a season to plant alfalfa 

and small grain of all kinds 
as exists now throughout the en- 
tire south, and everyone who is 
farming at all shovld by all means 
leave no ston® unturned to at least 
plant some alfalfa, crimson clover, 
vetch, Canada peas or small grain 
of some kind.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Attacks on 
the administration currency bill at the 
American Bankers’ association conven- 
tion in Boston was sharply answered in 
the senate today by administration 
Democrats. 

Chairman Owen, of the banking com- 
mittee, answering a query by Sena- 
tor Overman, as to whether the bank- 
ers were making “concerted effort to 
defeat the currency bill,” replied he did 
not attribute “an ulterior purpose” to 
the bankers but that “the Boston meet- 
ing was for the obvious purpose of op- 
posing the bill.” 

“Do you know of any concerted ef- 
fort on the part of the banks to de- 
feat this legislation?’ asked Senator 
Overman. 

Senator Overman, a staunch adnfinis- 
tration supporter, demanded to know 
when the bill would come to the sen- 
ate. Chairman Owen declined to pre- 
|dict but admitted that if he had his 
way it could be reported next week. 

Mr. Overman announced that the con- 
sensus of opinion among the Demo- 
crats was against making ‘the bill a 
party measure.
